book , though full of notable girds , yet it hath been fo piedion to mas 
ny’, that they have chained it to deskes in fome countrey Churches to be 
tead bythe Vulgar. But asby his publifhing of this , he hath much 
difpleafed the Presbyterians s Jo in anther book, much more the Rom.

_ trifling things as Confcience, Honour, or Religion. 

But let thefe Caterpillers, or State-hirelings , boaft themfelves the 
greateft Wits, becaufe they can enrich their Pockets, by a fmall Vindi- 
cation of the Treafonable and Sacrilegious Adions of their full-handed 
Patrons; or let the Grandees think their conditions moft ingenious,and —

The Life of Ignatius Loyola, the firSt Founder of the Jeluits. 


Ince the Fe/zite, by many, hath been thought, not only a Spectator; 
but fomewhat an Actor, inthe Stage of our late Sufferings; it will 

not beamifs, ifin the firft place, the Original of this Political Order 
be briefly related. Though ‘tis far from my intention to throw any 
dirt, either upon all of this Society ( fome ofthem , poffibly, be- - 
ing of honeft inclinations ) or thofe of the Romifh perfwafion; fince 
experience hath proved many of them to be men, really pragifing ho- 
nefty andloyalty: And that Religion ismoft wicked, which oppoieth 
Civil Obedience. 

The firft Founder of the Fefuites , was one [gnatins Loyola, [ by the 
Spaniards call’'d Inigio, or Titigo de Loyola ] born ofa good and anci- 
ent Family (as his friends report ) in the year 1491. in Guipu/coa, (a 
Province inSpain betwixt Bifcay and Navarre, ) ata place called Layola 
[whereisa little pleafant Chappel dedicated to him ] betwixt 4/otia 
and A/petiaupon rio Urrola, ) 

He lived.according to. the delights and pleafures of the world, till 
he was about 29. years old. About which time, the French belieging 
Pamplona, and he there adefendant, he had the fortune to have both © 
his leggs -grievoufly hurt; thelefr by a lone, and the right broke by 
a bullet. After this, the French having maftered the City , fgnatiw 
was conveyed to the aforefaid Ca/a de Loyola, where he was cured, 
yet not fo well, but-that he halted on both feet; And this deformity 
caus’d him to make fuch Jambicky in his going, that he became a 
laughing-ftock to the {pedators 5 which ( as fome obferve ) made him 
withdraw himfelf toa folitary life; where he had time and conveni- 
énce tolay a ground+plot to his future Order. But the Jefuites will 
inform us ofother pretty ftories ( fir tobe ftitchtup with Villegas 
de Natalibus, de Voragine, Cantiprotanw, and fuch like old wife tale- 
tellers ; ) as that he was cured by St. Peter, and putin mind of his Or- 
der by the Virgin Mary: and tell you of many pretty Miracles done 
by this lame Souldier, who had the vertue of Chaftity giyen him by the 
Virgins fiat. |

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After his Converfion ( however it was ) for the more ftreristh. 
ning of him in his goodly opinion, he goeth to Mon/ferrat in Catalonjy ; 
a Narrative of which wonderful Mountain » you may read in* Pedro 
de Medina, + Lud. Nonius, out of whom + Nier ember gius hath taken Pei Efpands 
Cas in other places ) his defcription verbatim > aPplace fufficienly fa- + Hilpen. Caps 
mous tO Pilgrims. From this Hill, with an intention to vilit the Holy 87. 
Land, and convert the Zurks , he goeth to Barcelona, thence failes Seen t 
into Italy , where they fay, our Saviour appearedto him, and helpt « 40. 
him very ftrangely into Padog and Venice ; and when he wanted a lodg- 
ing ; fomething from Heaven, befpoke one forhim. From Italy he '5*3- 
fayls to Palestine, where he viewed Ferufalem, and the adjacent pla- 
ces ; nor did Chrift forget to appear to him here alfo , as his own 
friends relate. | 

From the Holy-Land he returns to Venice , thence goeth to Genuay . 34: 
where he carryed himfelf fo clounifhly and irreverently, that he was 
taken for amad-man ; and thence fails to Barcelona, where he endea- 
vours to learn ‘his Grammer » and began to read a little Book made 
by Era/mus: But the perufing of it( if you will believe the Fefuits ),fo Enchivid. mit. 
cool’d his former zeale, that he threw it away, and would never look ©" 
on it again, whereupon the General afterwards of this Order, forbad 
any of De/. Frafmus his Books fhould be perufed. Having read: his rai ma 
Grammer here two years, he goeth to Alcala de Henares, wherehe | 
and his companions, from the length of their Coats,obtain’d an anfwers 
able denomination from the Univerfity-wits: fuch pride did they take 
in fingularity. and for fuch like pranks was he caft into Prifon, though 
at laft releafed with a fevere check. Having ftay’d feven moneths here 3 
C in which time he got fome skill in Logick, Phyficks, and Divinity a 
quick Scholar as they would have him )3 he pafleth to Salamanca , 
where he behaved himfelf fo difcreetly, that he was imprifoned again, 
with the honourable addition of a Chain, though after got his rea 
leafe. 

In Spain, perceiving himfelf to be only derided, he thought it nor 
conducible to his defigns to abide there: wherefore he intends to vi- | 
fit France ; for which purpofe having procured an Afs to carry his 1528: 
Books and other things, he himfelf foots it to Bareinona, and thence z 
to Par, where he re-enters himfelf into a Grammer-School, either eu a 
forgetting what formerly he learn’d » or through duluefs wanting a Fr. Xaverii. 
confiftent apprehenfion , and this was when he was near 40.years old. 
Here for his fimple non-conformity , he had like to have been whipt Sear 
ina publick manner, but efcaped that fcouring by his own confis that be Fa¢0 ot 
dence, and the Primars or Matters folly. But after that, he (or free Bees 
fome other higher Authority for him) , aéted his part fo well, that of Teague is Diego 
a Scholar, he became not only aMafter , but alfo gain’d the efteem (not Thaddeus ) 
of fome Sandity. Thofe Who, at firft fubmitted themfelves to his ae cee 
way of life, were Peter Faber » Francis Xavier, ( who firft went to picrich. (the 
convert the indies, where he did many prety tricks, if you credit bog 
Terfelinus, one of his own Society). Diego [ * or James ] Lames ,* ?@" 
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Alfanfo, Salmeron, a learned man, and well known to Scholars, Simon 
Rodrigues, and Nicolas Bobadilla ; thefe fix with their Founder Jena» 
tims; an Author compares to the feven wandering Stars ; nor is he 
much amifs, fince the influence of this Order, agitates Aurope more 
than the Planets: fo, that a good Je/wite-loger might prognofticate it, 
mote certaine than the beft Star-gazer. After thele fix, came in other 
three, viz. Claude Fay, Fobn Coduri , and Pafqual Bretus, or Brovet. 
And wheither it is probable, that men of fuch parts as Salmeror , 
thould fubmit themfelves to the goverment; poverty, and ignorance 
ofa lame Souldier , rather by divine inftinct ( as themfelves relate ) 
or by the agitation of fome more worldly , powerfull » and politick 
confultation and defign, fhall be left to the judgement of the ingeni- 
ous. . 

Having thus got his defires in France, he refolves to vilit his own 
Country. In the meane time, appointing Peter Faber to be chief 
over thofe of his Society at Pars in his abfence, andto meet him fuch 
a day, two years after at Venice , he marcheth over the Pyrenean 
Mountains into Gvipufcoa, where he vifits his friends at Loyola , and 
the adjacent places, who were not able to perfwade him from his 
beggerly humour. Having ftay’d here alittle while, he Views Na- 
varre and Castile, and at Valentia takes Ship for Jtaly , and almoft fhip- 
wrackt arrives at Genoa, and thence, through I know not what dangers; 
foots it to Bononia, where by his tumbling into a dirty Ditch, and 
through idlenefs not cleanfing himfelf , he was hooted at by all the 
City ; nor any thing given him, though he hartily bege’d it, till at 
laft he got a lodging in the Spani/h Colledge. Thence he goeth to Venice, 
to expe his affociates from France , where he was accufed for a He- 
retick., that rambled over the world to bread his Errors, for which pur- 
pofe he and his affociates had fled Spain and France , to e/cape due punifh- 
ment : But from this accufation he got himfelf.clear’d by favour and 
greatnefs, who could not be ignorant what a profitable Plant this 
bold Company would be in the Romi/h Wildernefs. 

Here his Companions met him, as formerly appointed ; where 
they imploy themfelves in charitable ules, Hrancz Xavier, endeavour 
ing to cure the French Pox by very loathfome means, viz. by fucking

And as if this were not mifchief enough, the People muift now and 
then be alarum’d with ftrange Reports of Forces from Denmark,Lor- 
raign, and other ftrange places; asif the Nation were to be con- 
guer’d, andthe Natifs throats cut; whichif weyield, yet will the 
ignominy only fall upon the Presbyterian Party,who by their want of 
Allegiance would bring the King to fuch ftraits,that his own Subjecis 
were not ableto defend him from their. Tyranny. They thought 
it fit forus, tofend aidinto the Palatinate; and, yet unlawful for 
Denmark,to afift his own Kinfman againft his Rebellious Subjeds. It 
was convenient, they thought,to give help to the Frevch againft their 
lawful King ; yetheld it abominable for Forraigners to givea good 
with to the King of Znglaud; againft his rebellious people. The 
Covenanters in Scotland, might with honefty, crave aid from the 
French King, though a Roman-Catholick again{t their Anointed So- 
verain: Butfo muft not the King of Eugland from the Duke of Lor- 
rain, though his life endangered by his bloud-thirfty Snbjeds. The 
Parliament, forfcoth, may make a Pacification with the Jri/h Catho- 
licks ; but the King muft not harbour fucha thought, without grand 
-afperfions. Ifthe King but march towards Scotland, the malignity 
of envious tongues endeavour to blaft his Reputation, as not fit to 
wear the Crown: But many thoufands of the Scotch- Covenanters may 
» come into England,fight againft their King,kill his faithful Subjeds, 
and inrich themfelves by their plundering and ftealing from the honeft 
People; and for their villainies, receive large rewards,with the Epi- 
thet of Brethren, and fo they were, but im Jniguity: beimg guilty 
of High-Treafon , becaufe marched’ and ated againft the Kings 
confent, who is the Supreme-Authority ofthe three Nations. | 

And that the Supream Head may, when rebell’d againft, for his 
own fecurity anddefence, defire help of his Neighkours, ( though 
of a different perfwafion in Religion ), I think,needs no difpute. He- 
thar would lofe his Kingdom quietly , is as fimple as the Rebel’s 
wicked;and if his ownSwordhe not long enough for the tryal,he may 
lawfully borrow his Friends: Ifthe Parliament ftood fo much upon 
their Priviledges,l know no reafon,but that the King might maintain 
his Prerogative;and if any Contradidion be betwixt thefe two, they 
are obliged to yield to their betters. Nor doth it thwart the 2 saab 
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of former times,for the Supream Authority to defire affiftance from 
people of a contrary Religion: as may be feen by the following ex- 
Reeweildes amples, asl find them fet down to my hand in a late French Trea-

. did Narfes , under the Emperour Justinian, imploy the Pagan Lom- 
bards. The good Arcadius , Emperour of Con antinople , though a 
Chriftian, delivered the tuition of his young fon Theodofius, and the 
Government of the Empire till his Soncame to age, into the hands of 
Idigerdis King of Perfia, a Heathen ; who accordingly kept his pro- 
mife with the Emperour. Heracliuvs the Emperour was beholden to 
the Saracens: as Bafilius and ConStantine’s fons to Fohn Emperour. of 
ConStantinople, were to Offelzi. And by thefe people were alfo Henry 
and Frederick., Brothers to the King of Caftile, mainly benefited in 
their Wars againftthe French. Ludouick Sforza, Duke of Milan , 
and others , bege’d affiftance from the Zar againft the French, as 
Maximilian of Auftria did againtt the Venetians. And ifit be lawful 
to procure aid from Heathens ; certainly ‘a Chriftian may feel 
help from thofe who profefs Fe/us Chriff, though in every thing they 
cannot abfolutely agree. But enough of this: fince the Presbyterian 
commits ten times more fin in Rebelling, than the wickedft man cam 
do in defending his own right,though by the afliftance of Turks‘and 
Infidels.

The form of Preaching of late,was come to that pafS, that unlefs 
he decryed Learning as ufelefs,or either fav’d or damn’d all,(though 
the latter was held the more plaufible , fuch was the peopleslove to 
extreams),he was heldto want both gifts and a difcerning {pirit. To 
fhake hands with the Text, and take no more notice of it, then when 
4t was naMed,was a great fign of fome extraordinary Infpiration: but 
a good and folid Sermon was reproach d with Humane Learning 3 as 
if Literature were no more advantage to a Divine, then the ancient 
Ship Argo to defend the great Stones upon Salssbury-Plain from being 
ftoln away by the Parrots in Magellanica. 

And this way , they ufed to make Learning feem unneceffary and 
odious to the Vulgar, that fowith more plaufiblenefs, they might 
alienate their Lands.For nothing elfe could be their intentions to 
cherith up Ignorance,by fuffering and encou raging Pratlers,who had 
never feen a Colledge, facrilegioufly to abufe Pulpits; by which, in- 
timating to the People, that a Cobler or Taylors-ftall, was as gooda 
Nurcery for a Divine as either Univerfitye And to make this more 
fefible, a Band of Ztinerants were foifted up in Wales, under the Con- 
dud of Vavafor Powell,one(if reports be true),more fit to rub Horfes 
heels, then éntet:a Pulpit: where they turn’d out the fetled Miniftry, 
andfo lock'd up the Church-doors, that 2 Sermon was as rare there, 
as they were too common in £ugland. It was another mans Con 
cordance, and their own lmpudence, that were their chief Interpre- 
sers of Scriptures. The Fathers,and other Commentators, being held 
too much Popifh, and knowing, to have any credit amongit fuch Z//u- 
mindto’s: And thus was Learning openly trod down, and Colledges 
Lands thereby tacitly gaped after.

The firft time , that, inHiftory, we can meet witha Parliament, Thicd Univers 
confifting of the Clergy, Nobility,and Commons, isin King Henry the fitys bas td | 
firfts dayes, at Salisbury, Anno 1116. and fo the Clergy were soo. hed i oi 
years before the Commons in Parliament. But, why this King fhould we 
be the firft, thatthrew this favour fo generally upon the Commons, 
was (as fome are pleas’d to afirm,) grounded upon his own Ufur- 
pation. For, he being but the yonger Son of William the Con- 
guerour, following the Prefident of William Rufus, feized upon the 
Crown, in the abfence ofhis elder Brother Rodert, and afterwards 
moft cruelly put out his eyes. This,they fay, moved many Difcontents 
amoneft the Nobility,againft whom to ftrengthen himfelf, he thought 
it beft to pleafure the Commons; which was done, by calling them to 
this Parliament at Salisbury, whereby his Ufurpation became more 
formidable againft his Enemies.

But how weak this Pofition is, let Parliaments themfelves be our 
Judgese And Ido not love to reafon againft Authentick Records.

*twas blafphemy in fohn de Ca/a, 10 write in the vindication of So- 
domy. When Jguatiw, Trenaws , and other ancient and authentick 
Authors, affure us, that Presbytery was fubordinate to Epifcopacy 
in the firft Century , ‘tis folly in our late Schifmaticks to dream of, 
or introduce , aParity. When Parliaments acknowledg themfelves 
Subjeds to his Majefty , for any to conclude thence, their Supre- 
macy,are,in my judgment, no lefs guilty of ignorance than that fim- 
pleton of Athens who fancied all the fhips and other things to behis, 
when he had no more intereft in them, then I have relarionto the 
Crown ofCafile. The Lords andCommons tell us plainly,what little 
figns they have of Superiority in thefewords; —---Where by divers

And the meaning of this Statute hath feverdl times fince been made 
good, by practice on the part of the Commons. Forin King Edward f. h’s. Sobq] 
the third’s dayes, a Parliament was fummoned to confult about the Tafpesicnss 
fecurity of the Marches of Scotland, and the Seas ; ond; the advice open 
theCommons was defired about thefe things. But they humbly 
declined it, fubmiffively defiring , that they might. not be put 
to confult of thofe things whereof they had no cognifance. And 
in the fame King’s reign when their advice was asked; touching 
a Profecution of a War with France ; after four dayes confultation, 
they returned their Anfwer by Juftice Zorp: That their humble defire 
tothe King, was, that he would be aduifed therein by the Lords, being of 
more experience-then themfeloes:in Such. affairs. Past r oy 

And in the fixt year of King Richard the fecond,.a. Parliament was 
call’d to confult, Whether the King fhould go-himfelfto refcue 
Gaunt, orfend an Army ? The Commons humbly anfwered by their 
Speaker Sir Zhomas Puckering , That the Couneil of Warr did more 
belong to the King and his Lords. And the next year after; their.ad- 
vice being asked; concerning the Articles of Peace with Frence, they 
modeftly excufed themfelves,as too meak to. counfel in fugh weighty mat- 
ters , and being more eatneltly preft to fhew their own,opinions,they 
humbly advifed rather for Peace then Warre.. For in. thofe dayes the... 
Knights and Burgefles made it! their only care, toftudy, the welfare 
of, and complain of the grievances which afflifed,, thofe, places 
for which they ferved.  Thofe of Lia,would confult the advancement 
of the Trade of Fifhing ; thofe of Mormich,the making-of Stufis; he of 
TeverSton, of Kerfies; thofe of Suffolk, what conduced, to the henefit 
of Clothing 3 .thofe of Cormwal,for their Stanneries; and neyekpry 
into thofe things which were farr above many of their Intelle&uals. 
Many ofthem.being but of inferiour Trades: and) fo..almoft;as unfit 
to apprehend the Intrigues of State , and manage.fuch grand Con- pitt doe 
cerns, as Caligula’s Horfe.to, officiate in Divine Service, though made Hit ae if 
a Prieft by the faid Emperour ; or thofe Priefts a hundred years ag» p. 1423 
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Spotssoed’s © tocompile a Body of Divinity, ora Church-Hiftory ; whofe igno* 
me7H7 sance was fuch, as to think , that the New-Teftament was compofed 
by Martin Luther. Such was the modefty and difcretion of former 
Parliaments. And, if thefe of later date haveany more Priviledges 
then the ancient, ‘tis fo farr unknown to me , that I defpair ofever 

finding them. 
-<. Of this, Ineed fay no more, but that; as a Parliament in Queen 
Hh (ane Mary’s dayes , fupplicated , That the Pope’s Supremacy over them, 
Hi “ mnight be reftored» greatly repenting them of their former Schifm , 
Lit by which means they got their abfolution from Cardinal Pool.So had 
Mi | it been well ‘for many of our late Members, to have acknowledged

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As for the firft, “tis true, that Sir Arao/d Savage, [1 404. ] Speaker Hachwell’s 
tothe Commons, humbly defired King Hewry the fourth, that they Mé. trends 
might freely make complaint of any thing amifs in the Government: © 
And,that the King, by the finifter Information of any perfon, would 
not take it ofienfive. The which the King was royally pleafed to 
grant. And,after this, Sir Thomas More, the Speaker, [1523.] prayed 
King Henry the Eighth, That, If in Communication and Reafoning, any Stow’s Chron} 
man in the Common-Houfe fhould fpeak more largely , then of duty they Babe’ a ‘ 
ought to de,that all fuch offences might be pardoned; the which the King pant ni 
was pleafed togrant. And the fame favour was alfo yielded to * Tho- 
mas Moyle, iq; their Speaker, fome twenty years after. And Queen * The Speaks 
Flizabeth,at the entrance of her reign,was sracioully pleas’dto allow ee Petition for 
the fame to the Speaker, Sir 7homas Gargrave , before which mans sae f not 
time, twas very feldome asked, and therefore not granted. The Speas recorded before 
kers commonly, only defiring liberty for themfelves > not including a han 
the reft of the Members;though fince Gargrave's timesit hath alwayes faith, p. 1395 
been humbly defired, and alfo favourably granted. 

But, what of all this,the King permits them Liberty of fpeech, or 
rather winks at fome flips,which in heat of difcourfe, or debates,they 
may, through unadvifednefs let fall : Therefore they may fpeak Trea 
fon , revile Authority,intrench upon Prerogative,and what not: But, 
if this be a Logical Confequence , then isa Kings condition, as mife- 
rable,as uncertain. And, this is fomething like the Long- Parliaments 
plea for a perpetual Seffion, The King agrees, that they fhall notbe 
diffolved without their own confent; therefore they would fit, till 
call’d to judgment by the laft Trumpet: though their Treafonable 
Adions againft the King, did not only by the Law diffolve them, 
but left them capable of fevere punifhments. 

But,how weak this pretended Confequence is,may appear by a cons 
tinued practife. The Bifhop of Carlile,for his bold Speechin Parlia- 
ment,was imprifoned by King Henry the Fourth.And QueenLlizabeth, Baker? 1704 
who was as great a favourite and darling in the eyes of her SubjeGs, Rae 

as any fince the Creation; tells her firft Parliament, ( ata publick 

meeting at White- Hall, where they defired her to marry),that ifthey 

had limited her either to place,or perfon, fhe would then have thought Stow. p. 636) 
it in you a great prefumptiin, being unfitting, and altogether unmeet ,“’"* 
for you, to require them that command ; or thofe to appoint, whofe 

parts are to defire; or /uch to bind, and limit, whofe duties are to obey;

then Vice-Chamberlain , With what admiration fhe beheld that In- 
croachment on her Royal Authority , in committing fuch an apparent In- 

novation without her privaty ,. or pleasure, fir! known Wpon ee

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they defired Sir Thomas , toprefent their Submiflion to the Queen , 
Beker,pag.aee. and tocrave her pardon. Nor would fhe fuffer her Parliaments to 
meddle in Ecclefiaftical affairs. And plainly ufed to tell them; that 
their Priviledges were but the free pronouncing thefe two words, 
Tea, and No. And King James, perceiving his laft Parliament but 
one, to foar fomewhat high, told their Speaker, Sir Thomas Richard- 
Sanderfon’s /05 ina Letter fromNew-market , That /fome fiery and popular fpirits 
Hitt. K:Fames. of the Lower-Houfe, did debate matters above their capacity 5 to our 
peg: 51a difhonour and Prerogative Royal. Thefe are therefore to make known 
tothem, That none fhall hereafter prefume to meddle with any thing 
concerning our Geverament , or matters of State; with our Sons match 
with the Daughter of Spain ; nor to touch the Honour of that King , or, 
any other our Friends or Conféderates. Nor with any mans particulars , 
which have their due Motion in our Ordinary Courts of Juice. ——__ 
But toput them out of doubt of any question hereafter of that nature, 
We think our felvesvery free cnd able to punifh any mans mifdemeanour 
in Parliament, as weli fitting there, as after, which we mean not to 
fPare, hereafter , upon any occaftons of any mans. 

And that King James, had good grounds for what he wrote, lam 
apt to believe , not only confidering his own Learning and Know- 
ledg in State-aflairs : But, that, if a Parliament man, by theirown 
Orders , is not abufively to refleé uponany of their own Members; 
tome, it feems very irrational,to think , that they may openly vili- 
fie the Crown, and throw dirt upon Regal Authority. Therefore, I 

: veo; dhall perfwade my felf, that Sir Hezry Ludlow, who faid there, that 
Biel BS $08 King Charles was not worthy to be King of England; was farr more 
unfit to live. | | 
As for the other Priviledge, which the Parliament doth vigoroufly 
demand as their due and right; we fhall find their clamour to be 
not unlike fome Bills in Chancery, where many thoufand pounds are 
demanded, when{carce twenty is due: Or the towring expectations 
patowsie; of Lambert Simnell, a Bakersfon, who undera Princely Vizard,re+ 
Hem 7-P.20) quired the Crown of England, as his Birth-right; yet, after all the 
Be bloud-fhed in his behalf, was happy tobe a Turn-fpit to King Henry 
the Seventh. 
°Tis true, for Debt, andjfuch private and peculiar Engagements, 
a Member cannot be Imprifoned; for, if fo, a plot might be framed 
to fhrink the Houfes again, though ina more plaufible method,to a 
New Rump. And this was the cafe of Mr. George Ferrers , Burgels 
for Plymouth , [ 1542. }who being arrefted for debt, was,at the de- 
fire of the Commons, releafed; and the Sheriff'of London, fent to the 
Tower for two dayes. Butyer, the beft of them may be imprifoned, 
though then actually in Parliament, either forgT reafon,Felony,or re- 
ewe fufing to give fecurity forthe Peace. And, for this caule,was Thomas 
Path Ps 930 herp, Speaker to the Commons,arrefted, and put into Prifon,in the 
31. year of King Henry the Sixth. And the learned Judges of the 
Land declared, he was not capable of a Releafe; which being made 
known 
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known to the Commons by Walter Moyle, one of the Kings Serjeants 
at Law,they prefently chofe themfelves another Speaker,viz.Sir 74o- 
mas Charleton,and never clamour’d,that the Priviledges of Parliament 
were broken. In Queen £dizabeth's time,nothing was more common 
then toferve Svhpena’supon , andimprifon, extravagant Members: 
Witnefs the two upon Mr, Anevet , [ An. Reg. 39. Jone upon Mr. 
Coke,[ An. Reg.127. Jand Mr. Peter Wentworth, was committed to the 
Tower and Sir Henry Bromley , M, Stevens, Mr. Welch, to the Fleer, 
[ 35. Elizad. ] for defiring the Intailment of the Crowns Succeffion. 
And in the 35. ofher raign, fhe fent into the Houfe of Commons, 
and took out Mr. Morrz%, and committed him to Prifon, with divers 


‘others, forfome fpeeches in the Houfe ; and, when the reft of the 


Commons petitioned her Majefty for their releafe, fhe fent them a 
fevere check, telling them, that they were not to difcourse of things 
of fuch high nature. And the fame Anfwerdid King Fames return 
them, [1621. ] when they endeavoured to know the reafon of Sir Fd- 
win Sandis, his reftraint.  And,though he wasa merciful and peace- 
ful King; yet, when they prefumed to incroach upon him, he would 
make them learn more manners in the Tower and other Frifons, wit- 
nef$ the committment of feveral ofthem,inthe 12. year of his raign. 

And, though never any King was more afflided and bandied with 
Parliaments, than the aie King Charles, yet, the fweetnefs of his 
temper,made him wink at many infolent Indifcretions,till at laff, their 
Impudence grew fo high, as not to permit the Serjeant of the Mace 
to go to the King upon his Command ; to lock the Parliament-door, 
& deny the Kings Meffenger entrance;to hold by force the Speaker.in 
the Chair,fwearing deep Oaths,that he fhould fit ftill as long as they 
pleas’d,though the King command the contrary;to deny the Kings 
Power to diffolve them by Proxy;that they are not bound to give an 
account to the King, but to their own Houfe,of their actions be they 
what they will;in Parliament;upon which feveral of them were impri- 
foned,theJudges delivering theirOpinions pofitively,that their crimes 
were within cognizance out of Parliament,affirming, that, if it were not 
fo,ifa Parliament-man fhould commit murder in time of Parliament, 
he could not be tryed & arraigned until a new Reprefentative;and, 
for confirmation of their Opinions,they alledged many Prefidents, as 
that of Plowden in Queen Mary’s time,who was fined in the Kings- 
Bench,for words fpokeninParliament againft the dignity of theQueen 
And,to be brief,though theLong-Parliament made great hubbubs,and 
brags,about the five Members;yet afterwards,when they were in their 
height of pride,they in print,did acknowledge and confefs,that Mem- 
bers might be arrefted and detained for Treafon, Felony, and other 
crimes, though they would gladly fmooth it up fo farr, as to make 
themfelves Judges. I fhall fay no more, but, that what Priviledge fo-

if Aving thus hinted upon the Kings Prerogative; the Origin. of 
the Commons; and their Priviledges , by which ’tis plain;that 
25 Edw.3.e.2, the King is Supream, and, by Confequence and good Law, Treafon 
a Mars to warr again{t him: I fhall now fhew , that the Parliament, and not 
Pale himfelf, was the firft beginners of rhefe late Confufidns; the true rife 
of which, I muft ferch higher, then the Presbyterian Party will give 
me thanks for. 

And as a leading Card to this Difcovery , we muft obferve, that 
a rebellious itching humour of incroaching upon, and railing againft 
lawful] Authority , wasthe niain foundation of our miferies ; the 
fource of which frantick temper, I muft draw from ,Geneva, whofe 
Difciples are commonly carryed on with more violence than the fue - 

rious Rho/né , upon which the City boafts her fituation. 
In this City, fo42 Calvin confirmed his Presbyterian-Difcipline;in 
the fame year, that Ignatius Loyolasthe firft Founder of the Jefuites, 
4941. Nev.so, WaS Chofen their firft General in a folemn manner ; wiz. 1541. And 
juft ahundred years after, [.164r. J was the famous and reverend 
Church of England, over-run and clowded by the Calvinifical Pro 
felytes. And, as thefe two Orders of Presbytery; and Jefuitifm, took 
their rife together ; fo have they gonehand in hand through a blind 
zeal, not only to.derogate from, but extirpate all Civil Authority 
net conducible to theirInterefts, And,as Calvin's Preshytery,at firlt, 
was begot by Rebellion and Treafon, [ they expelling from Geneva ; 
their lawful Prince and Magiftrate J: So have their Children ( fol» 
lowing the foot-fteps of their Parents, )} as; what is in the bone,will 
never out of the flefh 5 made it their bufinefs, to terrifie the World 
with this truth;that, as Schifm,fo Sedition and they,are infeparable.

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The Rebellious attions of the Presbyterians in Scotland, till the 
Death of King James.. 


FH Ow agreeable the pradife of the Brethremhave been to thefe 
Treafonable Notions afore fpecified, fhall here in brief,be laid 
down by their tumultuous Carriages in Scotland.Whither thefe Prin- 
eiples; kindled with afiery zeal, (enough to eat up whole Kingdoms); 
were carryed ; and the furioufnefs.of shem greatly augmented mae 
: return 
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return of Fohn Knox, (that great Incendiary of the Nation, and Kirk. 
of Scotland , as alearned Door calls him) from Geneva, [ 1559. ] 
A man that {till had the misfortune to carry Warr and Confufion a- 
long with him; as if, like Hippoerate’s Twins, he and they were infe- 
parable; witnefs the Combuftions he made at Franck fort,amongft the 
poor Englifh Proteftasts fled thither for Religion, where he was not 
undefervedly accufed of High- Treafon againft the Emperor by come 
paring him,into print, to Nero, and calling ofhim Enemy to Chrift,&ce 
For which crimes he was forced to {culk away to Geneva, thence to 
Diep in France, and after that to Scotland; whence after few weeks 
ftay, he fled back to Geneva; but not fetling there, he returns to Diep 
again: f1om which place, he wrote divers Letters to the Scots,to ftirr 
them up to Rebellion; and having by that means wrought fome con- 
fidence among them, returned to Scotland again. ° 1 
By thefe Principles diftill’d.amongft them by this wandering Bro- 
ther, and the deadly Feuds, of old, betwixt the Nobility, the Nation 


became miferably diftraded. The Kingsand Queens thinking it hard 


meafure, to have their undonbted Rule and Soveraignty pluck’d 
from them, by fuch inferior Inftruments and Vaflals: And,-on the 
other fide, the Congregators , [ for fo they thencall’d themfeélves]., 
back 'd on by fevera!Hott-fpurs,fcorned to yield fubjetion toany but 
themfelves ; fo, that the difturbed Kingdome appeared to be gover- 
néd by two diftin& Authorities ; like Ce/ar, and Pompey, one party 
difdaining an Equal, whilft the other denyed a Supream. The Presby- 
ters fo farr extolling their own Priviledges, as Chrifts Embafladors: 


that many thought there was no Antichrift,but Kings, and fuch Civil 


Authority; which. cogitations nurft in them fuch a fmali efteem of 
their Rulers, or Laws, that they did not only think,that to be their 
right, which was:moft agreeable to their own. humors, butalfo, that 
ahey might gainfuch things to themfelves by the Sword: As if Sub- 
jeGsneed any more Priviledge then the courfe of Law ? | 
At the beginning of the Reformation in Scotland, the Qneen Re? 
gent favourably, becaufe contrary to her Religion,allowed them the 
Bible in their own Language:But they not content with this,ufe their 
wonted Mafter-peice of Reviling ; upon which, fhe was-conftraind to 
fend for fome of their Preachers , to appear before her, who acord- 
ingly came ; but with fuch a multitudeof favourites and attendants, 
that through fear of her own Perfon, fhe was obliged to order, by 
Proclamation , all to depart , who came unfent for; a thing alwaies 
ufual in the beft’of Governments:yet was this fo. offenfive to the bre- 
thren, that they throng in Tumults into her Privy-chamber ,° and 
there threaten her with their weapons, (an act quite COntrary to 
the Apoftles and Primitive Chriftians.) ; fo that fhe was conftrained 

to pleafure them. ; | 
Afterwards fhe.allows them liberty to ufe their Prayers and Sere 
vice.in the Vulgar-Tongue, provided, they keptno Publick Affem- 
blies.in Edenbourgh , or Leith, for avoiding Tumults, And in their 
Petition 
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Petition to her for the obtaining thefe favours, they acknowledge, 
that the Redre/s of all Enormities,both Ecclefia#ical and Civil,did order- 
by belong to her» But, this acknowledging of her Authority, lafted not 


gg long: for, when prefently afterwards; they demanded more liberty, 


with a bob at Bifhops,and not receiving a Pofitive Anfwer according 
to their Intentions; They publickly proteft to Stand to their Tenents; 
and that they will defend allthofe who fhall violate fuch As and Rités 
which ave commanded by their Adverfaries, (i. e the Queens Party ). 
And, that if any Tumult and Uproar fhall rife, or abufe be violently 
reformed , or what/oever inconvenience’ hall happen to enfue, that thefé 
crimes be not :mputed to them, but te thofe who will not hearken to our 
Petitions. Atthefe actions , the Queen-Regent was fo moved, as to 
profefs, fhe could not keep promife with them ; upon which they 
reply , We cannot any longer acknowledge your Authority,and will 
henceforth renounce all Obedience to you. Thus do they acknowledge 
and deny Supremacy , as each action will ferve for their turns And 
to this purpofe, King Fames, ( who had moft reafon to know théfe 
people ), thustellsus ; That John Awox , wrote to the Queen-Regent, 
telling her, that fhe was the Supream Head of the Church , and there- 
fore charged her to fupprefs the Popifh Bifhops. But this lafted no 
longer, then till they had got their defires, and then they made /mall 
account of her Authority , but took all into their own hands; and, how 
they ufed that poor Lady, my Mother , (faith King Fames,) 5 ts not un 
known ; and how they dealt with me in my minority you all know; it was 
not done fecretly. 

As they told the Queen Regent, that they would renounce all Obe-« 
dience to her;{o wete they as good as their words: For away go they 
in Tumults, and ruine all before them,pulling down the Monafteries 
and Cathedral! Churches at Perth, St. Andrews,Scone, Sterling, Eden= 
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bourgh, and other places: ohn Knox inciting them to it, by his Sere Spot{woed. 


mon upon our Saviours Purging the Temples And in another of his 
Sermons preach’d at Craile, he incouraged the people to Wars; tel- 
ling them, There was no Peace to be hoped for at the Regents hands} 
becaufe no truth could be givento her, and that there could be no 
guietnefs till one of thefe Partizs were Mafters;therefores he wifhed 
them toprepare themfelves, either to dye like menjor to live vidtori« 
ous. Upon this, the Congregators growing more numerous and ftrong 
then the Queen Regent, fhe was forced to fly to Dunbar; yet a Treaty 
was after begun at Preston, where fhe offer’d them ‘free ufe of their 
Religion, but, where her own Court wastbut this they would not ace 
ceptof. Andalirtle after, with the confent of fohn Willock, and 
Knox, their two Minifters, they depofeher, [who not long after dyed 
of grief and difpleafure,Fumer 560. ]though a litle before, not only 
by Letters to her felf, but alfo by Proclamation; they declare,that. 
they would never do it: And this way of protefting one way , and 
working another , ( as if their ations looked afquint , like Argile }

they conftrain, by Proclamation, to pardon them all. Now did.the 
Court puton a new face,the old Officers are turn’dout,and others put 
in. This imboldens the Minifters,who fled,to return again;but much of 
their intended malice was ftopt by a Parliament, who order, that 
none fhalh reproach his Majefties Perfon, State, or Government. This 
incenfed the Miniftry fo much: as to ftir up one Wat/on, in his Sere 
mon, to rail to the Kings face of his evil Government, for which hé 
wasimprifoned at Blackne/s. This mans mouth being thus ftopt 5 ano- 
ther of that gang, call’d Fames Gib/on in his Sermon at Edenburgh, 
affirmed the King to be the Perfecutor of the Church , and calls him 
to his-face, feroboam, pronouncing this Curfe againft him, That He 
fhould dye childle{s, and be the latkofhis Race. For this becaufe bea 
fore the Council he maintained the fame againe , he was committed; 
yet afterwards, [ 1587. Jupon better. advice, he acknowledgedbhis 
fault, and was ordered publickly to do the fame in. his next Sermon 
the which he promifed to do, yet did not; whereupon being charged 
for breaking. his promife, he ftubbornly anfwered ; Zhat. out of infira 
mity and weakne/s he. bad. confes'd a fault, but, wow. his Confcience 
told Aim, that his words were innocent. . The Chancellour perceiving 
the mans inconftancy, put itto the 4fembly, whether Gib/on had:done 
well or no; where, though many were ready to vindicate hin, yet at 
laft, a majority found him flanderousand offenfive.; but he not ap- 
pearing in the afternoon to recelye his cenfare,after much bandying 
to and fro,he was only fufpended during the pleafure of the Afémbly. 
and this lafted but to the next Avgusi,when without everacquainting 
the King, he was by his. Brethren quitted; the which Countenancing 
of fuch Seditious Actions,did fo incenfe his Majefiy, -thas Gibfom was

_jubhe Presbytery to fhow themfelves more formidable, -call.a‘Synod 
at St. Andrems, where they accufe the Bifhop of the fame place,.for 
having hadsa handin the late Ads againft the unrulinefs of the Bre- 
thren, ( as Meluil accufedhim.)

fentence, and fo afcending the chair, read the {ame out of a Book. 
This boyling humour of the Minifters,troubled King James nota lit- 
tle: which greatly augmented, when they infolently refufed topray 
for the Queen his Mother, then near her end, though he had earneft- 
ly commanded them. But the greateft of all,was the execution in Ay— 
gland,how handfomely I know not,though he greatly endeavoured to 
ftop Ite ; 
But the King thinking to put anend to all tumults; thought fit to 
reconcile the Nobility,which at laft he did, Feafting them all at Halys 
rud-houfe, thence caufing them to walk hand in hand, two and two,to 
the Market Crofs at Edinburg, where they fealed their Concord by 
drinking one to another. The fame peace he thought to have made 
with the Minifters; but this not fadging, all fell to nothing. 
After this, Huntley, Bothwell, Crawford, Montro/s, and Athol, agita- 
ted by the Jefuits, rebell; but upon their fubmiffion were pardoned. 
Yet though the King was fo eafie to fhow favour,fo was not the Pref- 
bytery,who deprive theBifhop of Saint Azdrews,of all fpirituall fun- 
ction, for marrying the Kings Cozen, the Duke of Lenox his Sifter , to 
the Earl of Huntly, though hedid it by the Kings exprefs Command;* 
yet was the King forced to diffemble his diflike of their infolency, 
knowing their power and ftubbornefs; and having another thing in 
hand, viz. his marriage with 4mm the King of Denmark’s Daughter : 
whom to fetch, heprefently took fhip , and married her in @pffo in 
Norway; thence,through part of Swedeland and Denmark, he returned 
with her into Scotland,where fhe was crowned, though the accuftema- 
ty unclion was much oppofed by the Miniftry,calling it a Fewifh Rite 
abolifhed at Chrifts coming , and introduced by the Pope. | 
After this, Bothwell and fome others confpire againft the King,en< 
deavouring to feize upon his perfon at Haly-rood-houfe and Faulkland: 
but without fuccefs, and fo was glad to fly into England. The Presé 
byterie taking advantage againft the King in thefe troubles, Petition 
that theAds madet5 34. to reftrain the infolencies of thefe hor heads, 
fhould be abrogated;which theKing was conftrained(fearing left they 
fhould alfe rebell againft him upon a denyal),in fome fort,to confent 
to. Though the next year he affures them,that he would norfuffer the 
Priviledges of his Crown to be leflen’d, nor Affemblies to meet with 
out his Order; but this they flightly anfwer, by telling him, that they 
will keep to the benifit allowed them the year before: Nor thall they 
hold their tongue in the Pulpit, upon juftand neceflary caufes. Sutis 
fmall efteem had they for their Soveraign,though they would humble 
themfelves to inferiour people in greater matters. For when they had, 
with the confent of the Councell of Edinburgh,made an Ad that the 
Munday Market in that City fhould be alter’d to 7: uefday: The Shoo= 
makers whom it! moft concerned,gathered together before the Mini« 
fters doors,threatning't6 chafe them out of Town, if they harp’d up 
on'that ftring any more;which was the reafon of this Saying, there : 
Rafeals andSowters can obtain from the Minifters.vbat the King could not 
"in matters more rea/onable. Bothwell 
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Bothwell as aforefaid, having fled to England, for Treafon,returng 
again, and being aflifted with other Nobles, and by the cunning of the 
Lady Atholl, feizeth upon the King at Haly-rood-houfe,where he cons 
{trains the King to pardon all,and that feveral petfons of quality 
should beturned from the King’s fetvice. But the King getting to 
Sterling,the Eftates there decreed Bothwels aétions to be Treafonable, ; 
and the King not obliged to performance,becaufe forced;whereupony 
Bothwell falling to open Rebellion,is pronounced Rebell. ie 

- Ifthe King’s. Authority could do this, the Kirk thought they had: ;

bellious honour cartyeth the Letter to the King,who orders the ouil- 

ty Minifters to be apprehended,who efcape by flying into England, 

and the Magiftrates of denburgh are pardoned. The overthrow of 

this one bufinefs ftrengthned the Kings Authority mightily , which 

was alfo confirmed by the Affembly at Perts, [ now better known by 

the name of St. Fohn'sZown.] |

Or wes this hot-braind humour foftered alone in Scotland; but 
England alfo tafted the fiery tryal of their madd pranks: Queen 
Elizabeth no fooner fetled in her Throne, but the Zealots deface all 
Monuments and Picturesin Churches they met withall ; nor did the 
afhes of the dead lie undifturb’d which caus’d the Queen to fet forth 
a Proclamation againit fuch violations. ' 
But thefe men, having their malice ftopt againft Stones and Glafs= 
-windores, will vent it againft chofe , who can be fenfible of injuries, 
‘Goodman, Whittingham, Gilbie, and others, having learn’d their lef> 
fons at Geneva, cate roaring over againft our Englifh Church;vent- | 
ing their venom not only by their Preachments and Conventicling , © 
‘but alfo inPrint. The lafter of thefe, wiz. Anthony Gilby, | of whom 
formerly, bornin Lincolnfhire, and-of Christs Colledge in Cambridge ], 
tearmed our Ceremonies Liveries of Antichri# , aecurfed Leaven of 
the bla/phemous Popifh PrieSthood, curfed patches of Popery and Ide- 
latry. 
Nor muft the Ceremonies alone fuffer ; but the Reverend Bifhops 
too, by others of the fame gang,as ZArogmerton, Penry, Fenner,U/dal, reytin's Exes) 
and fuch like Bravado’s, calling them Antichriflian , Petty-Popes,Bi- Hilt. part, 14 
fhops of the Devil, cogging and cozening Knaves, dumb Dogs, Enemies iin A

Wemin#er only rung with the clamours of Grievances, liberty of — 
Subje&, and Priviledge of Parliament:A Parliament never fitting,but 
fome Member or other throwing dirt in his Majefties face, and this 
confcionably done. by freedom of fpeech;never,or very feldom,fatisfy- 
ing the King,in what he conveniently required;for when his pleafure 
for any reafonable thing,was any time made known to them,then they 
grumble and reply, that God mutt be ferved before man;and then for 
a moneth or two, nothing is. done in the Houfe,bur the uttering of 
longwinded fpeeches againft Arminianifm and Popery.And this toas. 
little purpofe,as Cardinal Rapacciolws his prayer,that the Devils fins 8c 
tranfgreffions might be forgiven him,that fo he might receive fome 
conifort, and be of good cheer.For any thing or reafon,befides bitter 
Inyedives, are as difficult to be found amongit them as Coach-horfes 
gr at 
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at Venice, ora Gondila in Themes, as is obvious to any who have feen 

the Speeches in the two laft Kings raigns. ’Tis true, all were not car- 

ryed on with the fame Spirit,for the Houfe was ftill compofed of two 
different tempers» Like Oren/e, a Town in Gallecia of Spain, one ,_, j 
fideo f which in Winter is covered with Snow,and numb’dby the fury ie ie \e 
of frozen blafts, whilft the other fide doth nor only want thefe white “a. Zcilles 
Robes, but is favoured with a continual! warmth, arifing from the ee ee |e 
adjacent medicinal hot Baths: yet the more wicked party, obliged ) Me 
by being fo, to be more induftrious, will commonly gain advantages, |. 
whilft the good People trufting in their honelty , act altogether too 1: 
fupinely. 

I fhall not now trace the Extravagancies of private men, but fhew 
you fome of their hot-headed pranks in Parliament; becaufe they 
have now made that the Stage on which they intended to act for the (ee 
future; and in this I fhall ftudy brevity, and paffle by many notorious i 
infolencies, 

In the firft Parliament of King ames, which was drawn out into 
feverallSeffions;one of theMembers bid the rest take heed, leasl they gave 
too much to the King, leaf they indanger their own throats cutting when 
they went home; Others bobd his Majefly in his teeth for rewarding 
fome of his own Countreymen, affirming , that their filver and gold ; 
abounded at Edinburgh. Andone Piggot , after he had fpoken dif- pone ioes 
gracefully of the Scots, added _withall, That it would never be well par. ait 2 
with England , till a Sicilian Velper was made of the Scotifh Nation , 
as if he had not known what Countrey-man the King was: Words of 
fuch high nature, that Queen £lizabeth would have fhewn her Prero- 
gative. But havingto deal witha King, whom they thought might 
have been trampled upom here aS well as beyond the Zweed, they lefe 
nothing unturn’d whereby they might ftrengthen their own Faction. 

And this fpirit of Contradiétion andContentuion ruling amongit,them, 

is pointed at by one of their own Brethren, though clad in more fae wilfox'’s Hitt, 
yourable words, thefe bickerings , and the Members unreftlefs huq #8 515 5% 
mour forced the King to diffolve the Parliament, having fat long e- 

nough in all Confcience to do any good if they intended any. 

Afterwards another Parliament being call’d, and ‘confifting of the 
fame Temperature, was prefently diffolved. In thenext Parliament, 
the King defires fome Moneys,[ having not had any affiftance from his 
People, for feverall years; fo, that he was conftraind to leffenhis 
Houtfhold J. This neceflary requeft the Parliament hears;but never in- 
tend to grant: And the better to lay it afide,they firft begin with the 
fpacious and fpecious fubje& of Complaints,and with a high hand fall 
upon the Grievances of the Subject , in, which having fpent fome 
time, they drew up a Remon$rance, though they not only knew, that 
the things therein contain’d would be highly difpleafing to his Maje- 
fiy, but alfo, that the King had exprefly forbad them to meddle with 
any fuch Concerns: and in this Paper they greatly brag’d-what their 


Priviledges were, and how they were their undoubted Right. and In- 
K heritance. 
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heritance. Thefe actions the King, who above all things loved Peace, 
dida little refent,and gave them a fmall check in a Letter;upon which 
the difcontented part of the Members grumble;and,having plotted a 
thin Houfe,and alate hour, [fix a clock at night,in. December ] not a 
third part of the number being there,drew up a Proteftation in behalf 
of the Liberty, Priviledges, and Jurifdiction as they pretended, and 
recorded it in their Journal Book [ 19. Decemé. 1621. jthereby dee 
claring their fuppofed valour to Pofterity : Nor canwe imagine,but 
that fuch Prefidents as thefe inflamed our late rebellious Spirits with 
prefumption: The King thus perceiving,that the longer they fatt,the 
prouder they grew , diffolved them by Proclamation ; fo unwilling 
were thefe men to fatisfie the King, with any reafonable fapply; and 
this is fomewhat hinted at by a Non-conformitt himfelf, by obferving 
out of Sir Robert Cotton's Hiftory, that Henry the third,was fo pefter’d 
with Parliaments, that he would rather pawn his Crown-Jewels, give 
over his Houfe,and feed himfelf with the benevolence of Monks; than 
be beholden to his people 3 and this he tells us, was thought to be a 
Parallel for King James his time. This wife and peaceful King by 
dear-bought Experience, will farther tell you, in-his Excellent Book 
to Prince Henry,how pernicious the Puritans were to good Governs 
ment, and what fmall truft is to be had in them. | | 


Kine Cnarres fucceeded his Father King James, (who dyed at 
Zheobalds, 27. Mareh, 1625. )and was as much (or rather more) tors

Coke, (fonto Sir Edward), affirming, That it s better'te dye by afore 
raign Enemy, then be deflroyed at home: and Turner, a Door ‘of Phy- 
fick feconded {him by-more then ordinary refledions- upon thé 
Kings Government ; and , ‘though the King complain’d of theinyyet 
the Houfe rather hug’d then reproved fuch adtionsy.

In the next Parliament , the King had great hopes, that all things 
would work for the good of the Nation, and be carryed on without

publickly queftroned,whether they might truft his Royal word,lie {os 
femnly confirms,the Houfes thereat teftifying theit joy with a mighty 
fhout, and other people by ringing of Bels and Bon-fires. mH ES 
Yet fcarce had the King Sracioufly granted this, but they, not yet \e 
content ,drew up a Remonftrance,ranting againft the Innovation and | 
Alteration in Religion,againft the Arminians and {ome of our Bi/hops; 
and other things; which was highly difliked by the King, whichto 
much incenfed the Commons, that they ( over Boots, over Shoes ) fell 
to draw upanother againft Zounage and Poundage ; but the King not 
likeing them to meddle after this menner,prorogued the Parliaments 
But being returned again, they fall very heavy upon the Cuftomers , 
from which feverity the King endeavouring t6 perfwade them,work’d 
fuch a contrary effed upon them, that in a high pailion and diftafte 
they adjourned themfelves for fome days; as if their fitting there 
would be to no purpofe,feeing they could not command the King.

his meflage ; which refufals fo muchincenfed his Majefty , that:he 
fent for the Captain of the Penfioners, and the Guard, refolving rax 
ther to force an entrance, then be thus out-braved by his Subjects. 
But the Members, perceiving what danger their paflion had brought 
upon them, nimbly quitted the Houfe; though before their dep 
ture,they had noys’d out aProteftation againft Tonnage and Poundage, 
Arminiani/m, Popery, and Church-Innovations: And this was done by 
the Inftigation of Sir Fohn Eliot , a great ftickler in fuch things)who ~ 
alfo read.it, the Speaker and Clerk denying to do it. 

Thefe Acions may well be brought tofavour ofa Non-conforming 
Spirit of Contradidion; and as a Glafs, more really to obferve their 
humours by. It is not unworth the notice, by what artifices they 
did really endeavour to make theKing odious to his Subjedéts,of which 
i fhall only hint Upon one grand impofture, fobb’d about by many of 
thefe chief Ring-leading Members. And this was, of a Paperby them 
carefully and plentifullyfpread abroad,to difcover the impertinence 
of Parliaments, and how by the Subjects Purfes to keep the Nation - 
in a good defence againft the Kings Enemies. And this was fugges 
fied, that the King hadnot only fucha Defign a foot, but, that by 
him,or his means, this Ploc firft took birth; whereas it was difcovered 
by SirDavid Foulis,cone not ignorant of State-aflaires, being thereun= 
to feverall timesimploy’d by Zing Fames of blefled memory) , that 
this Paper was contrived feverall years before, wiz. about 1613. by 
Sir Robert Dudly,/ then living at Florencesunder. the tithe of Dube of 
Northumberland |.By which means,it feems,fome men would not leave 
any ftone unturned,rather then fail of their intended ends, Norcan. 
lL. gquithim from the fame ignorance and malice, who long afterwards 
publithed itunder thename of Strafford’s Plot difcovered, &c. endeds 
vouring thereby to make him odious to the fimple people, as ifhe 
had been the Compofer of it, and this only, becaufe aCopy of ie 
was found in his Study, an argument by which I might be proved 
the Compiler of it, and other Memoires of State, if Tranfcripts could 
make Syllogif/mss | 

The Actions Of this Parliament countenanced many Puritans to 
fhew their teeth:and amongft the reft,one Leighton, a Dogorin Phy-~ 
fick,& a hot- headedSeotch-man,put forth a Book call’d Sions Plea,and 
dedicated it to this Parliament;wherein he did not only rail againft, 
but endeavoured,a$ much as in him lay,to ftir up the People to kill 
all the Bifhops;and ftorm‘d highly againft the Queen, calling her the 
Daughter of Heth, a Canaanite, and Idilatre/3, and with fuch like 
language was his Book ftuft; for thefe, and other things he was fen. 
tenced in the Starr-chamber to be punifh’d,to quit whichy he made an 
efcape, but being taken again, felt the {mart accordingly .And whee’ 
ther or no, fuch Incendiaries did not deferve fevere punifhments,ler 
any moderate man judge. Yet the Long-Parliament afterwards » did 


. fo much pitty his cafe, forfooth,becanfe he feem’d by itto be an afs 


ferter of their Caufe, that they ordered him for requital roooo f,and 
| this 
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-this 2 great while before the wars ; whence a confequence may be Api ais 
drawn,that that Presbyterian body did not only permit,butencou rage 164% 
Villains to feribble both againft Church and Srate;which denotes 
them the Authors of our following mifchiefs; and therefore will be'a 
brand upon thofe Members to eternity: 

After this, the Scots who had a long time been’ ftuffing themfelves 
with difcontents, took an occafion to vent it upon the Divine fervice- 
book , fent to them by the King; in fome things differing from cur 
Fnglifh one,elpecially in thofe moft agreeable to that Nation;viewed 
over firft by fome learned Bifhops;but not,as that impudent and mali- 
ciouily lying wretch, that Protean Gage, would make fome believe, a New Survery 
man unworthy the Relation of fucha noble Brother as he had.

malice;who all the while,pelted the Church-windows with ftones,and 
fo violently affaulted the Bifhop going home, that if he had not been 
refcued, he had probably been murthéred: And in the afternoon fell 
upon the Bifhop. again: , 

Thefe tumults with miuch ado,weré’a little pacified, but broke out 
again:For the Council obferving multitudes of people from moft parts 
of the kingdom,to hafte to Edenburgh,and when there,to keep Con-= 
venticles and rant again{t Bifhops;and the kook;by Proclamation; 
command upon pain of Rebellionall people to depart to their own 
homes,but thofe who could fhew reafon of Lawful bufinefs;which ing 
cenfed the Kirk-party fo much, that the next day,they purfue the Bis 
fhop of Galloway into the Council-houfe, which they befet, and with 
threatnings demanded his Perfon;upon which;the Lord-Treafurer; 
and the Earl of Wighton,going to pacifie the people,were moft barba- 
roufly fet upon by them,and with that fury that they pulled down the ~ 
Lord-Treafurer,took away his hat,cloak; and white wandsand fo haled 
him to the Council-houfe;and this Tumult lafted, till they were paci« 
fied by fome of the Non-conforming Lords and Gentlemen,who were 
defired by the affaulted Nobility, to quiet their ‘brethren. 

Upon this;the Lords of thé Council, by Proclamation forbid any 
tumults for the time following;and another from the King to the fame 
purpofe;and for adjourning the Term to Sterling:but the King’s Proe 
clamation was no fooner read at ELdenburgh , but the Earl of Hume 3. 

Lord Lind/ey; and others, caufed their Proteftation againtt it to be 
read,and in defpight of the King’s Proclamation,gatheréd four Tables? 
The firft for the Nobility: Second; for the Gentrys Third, for the 
Burroughs. Fourth,for the Minifters. Thefe four prepared what they 
thought fit to propound to the General T; able,confifling of feveral Com- 
miflioners chofen from the reft. And having ‘thus ordered themfelves 
to make all more ftrong,they unite themfelves by entring intoaCo= 
venantja thing execeding like the Coward €linias,in Sir Philip Sydney;

The chief Promoters of the covenant , were thefe three Minrfters; 
Henderfon, Dick fon, and Cant, who with their Covenant,were learn- 
edly repulft by the Orthodox Divines of Aberdeen. 
The King not liking thefe Combinations, fentthe Maryuefs of Ha- 
milton,as High-Commiflioner,to pacifie them; but took no efred,they’ 
declaring to renounce their Baptifm,rather thenCovenant:though,to’ 
give them content,the King null’d the Service-book,, and gave them an 
‘Affembly and Parliament. The Afsembly was held at Gla/com, Novemb: 
21.1638. In which,the Presbyterie were fo far from fuffering Bifhops 
20 fit, (as if they had not been Clergy-men)that they would have had 
ahem to appear before their Kirkfhips asguilty perfons, and fo to be 
proceeded. againft:But this the Bifhops denyed,and put in a large Des 
clinator and Proteftation againft their proceedings. By thefe & other 
crofs-grain’d humours of the Presbyterie , the Duke , perceiving the 
longer they fat,the wider the breaches would grow,diflolved the Af- 
femkly; they oppofing the Kingin all things, though he had granted 
them all convenient requefts. To the diflolving of this Affembly, all 
the Council confented and fubfcribed, but the Earl of Argile; who 
ever after provedan inftrument of mifchiefto both Kingdoms. Againit 
this diffolution,;theCovenanters protelt and a& accordingly,but efpe- 
cially againft Bifhops,whom they afterwards by their goodly Autho- 
rity depofed, and alienate their Lands:no great matter, God wot, the 
Rents of all the Bifhops in Scotland,not amounting to feven thoufand 
nae meters pounds fterling, per Annum, aSa Native informs us.And yet this fmall 
of theSan@us pittance amongit fo many grave and hofpitable Bifhops, was a great 
i igh ving eye-fOre to the Covenanters, though feveral private Presbyterians 
Church of _ mightbe nominated,whofe eftatesfurmount this.And not content with 
Scotland,p, 58, thefe actions, they began to gird themfelvesto their Armes. Againft 
whom the King marcheth,and both Armies draw up near Barwick, 
where apeacewas concluded;by,which means,Aberdeen efcaped a {cous 
ring,the Earl of Montro/s,(then mifled)a General of the Covenanters, 
marching then againft it with a Commiffion to burn it. 
This peace lafted not long,the Covenanters not {ticking clofe to the 
Articles of agreement; and which was more, a great part of the wals © 
of Edenburgh-Cafile, falling one night down,and the King ordering 
the Governour and others,to fee it rebuilt;theCovenanters would ts 
ie fufier 
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fuffer it,by forbidding any materials to be carryed to its reparation. 
And, which was moft of all, they perceiving the Kingincens’dat their 
actions;and therefore fearing fome checks,addrefs themfelves to their 
old Ally,the King of France,from whom they defired aid and. affiftance; 
an action fo ftrange,for fubjects,to appeal from their own King to For- 
rainers, and that againft their King too, that it will eafily filence the 
old ftory of the King’s German horfe. Yet whether their Letter and 
Meffenger was fent, or no, it Matters not;that it waS drawn up, and 
fubfcribed to be fent, is certain, which isas much. By thefe affronts, 
the King being fufficiently provoked, raifeth an Army, and marcheth 
againft the Scotch Covenanters, who witha great force had entred 
England,& that with cheerfulnefs,having more friends then the King: 
they having fome twenty eightLords and Earls: Whereas the King had 
not above twenty:befides,they had the good wifhes of theEnglith Pres- 
byterians, who by their Sermons, Difcourfes, and Pamphlets ,: had 
made theKing’sadtions and friends fo odious to the people,that many 
of theRoyalArmy marched unwillingly againft theScots,wifhing them 
victorious,hoping by that means, to work their malice upon our Bifh- 
ops, & other perfons of quality. Andaccordingly it fell out,a part of 
the Engli/h being routed,the Scots poffefs all Northumberland,and the 
Bifboprick of Durham,with Newcastle. This Profperity of the Covenans 
ters cheers up our Nonconformitlis, who in this, joyning themfelves 
with the Scots,prefently get theKing affaulted for a Parliament,which 
was granted, and to fit Novem, 3. at London: a ceflation betweemthe 
the two Armies was made, and orders taken for a further Treaty. In 
the mean time, the Scots Army miferably tormenting.the. Northern 
Counties of CamberlandW eStmorland,Northumberland,and. theBiffoprick, 
of Durham,from which they raifed a Contribution of 85.0.liuper diem, 
for their affiftance:a thing by many thought.very ftrange,that an ene+ 
mies Army fhould thus,by compadt,;be nraintained by: thofe who witht 
them farther off. This Covenanting Army kept correfpondency with 
*:he Parliament, having afafe convoy. granted by: theKing: for:their 
Lettérs, by which meanes,many aniodd:defign.was,probably ,nurit up; 
the Parliament giving them thanks:, and: moniestoboot,for ther © 9% 4 
good fervices iT Snivisi-sais s dinw low vsti ae 
But muft the the Scotch Covenanters be only guilty in affronting their 
King?No, ‘that. would. derogate, much: from the zeal and forwardnefs 
ofour Englifh Presbyterians: who hedfo far.connrenanced the Caledo- 
nian brethren : as to have befeeched them into a native confpiracy , 
and then beckoned ‘theny:to.a Southern-march.! :AaAd therefore to 
fhew their. anfwerable, forwardnefs they» beftirr’d themfelves to 
the purpofe , to get non-conforming Members chofen, which ac- 
cordingly anfwered their expectations in the /hort Covenant fym- 
pathizing Parliament : whofe refractory humours occafioned their 
fudden diffolution. Our Englifh Presbyterians perceiving now;what 
‘a great ftroak they had in choofing members, thought it fitting to 
fee what mettle their Profelytes were made of: to which Puna 
evera 
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feveral were inftigated to mutther that great Prop of Learning, 


the Arch-Bifpop of Canterbury,then the main eye-fore to our fadious 
fpirits, and tocarry on this defign more unanimoufly, a Paper was 
pofted upon the Old Exchange, May 9. exhorting all Prentices to 
rife and fack his houfe at Lambeth,the Munday following; fuppofing 
they had aS much authority to tumultuate againft the Reverend Bith- 
ops,as the Covenanters had. Of this plot,the Archbifhop having intel- 
ligence, prepared for his defence, and well was it,that he did fo; for 
accordingly,on the following Munday,in the dead time of the night, 
above soo. men well armed for the purpofe, affaulted his Palace,en- 
deavouring by all the ftrength and force they had,to break open his 
Gates, thereby to come to his perfon; but he had fo well provided 
for his fecurity,that all their attemps only fhewed their devilifh ma- 
lice,and murtherous intentions, which was alfo demonftrated by 
their railing and curfing tongues. The next day,feveral of them were 
apprehended,and imprifoned in the Wéite-Lion prifon, who were vio- 
lently releafed within three days by fome of their wicked complices, 
by breaking open the prifon:fo unanimous were fome of the Antia 
epifcopal men to intolerable villainy. Neverthelefs one of their 
Chieftains was re-taken-, and for this rebellious riot was condemn- 
ed, and, for example-fake , hang’d and quartered; which fo 
terrified the reft of the Non-conforming brethren, that a kind ofa 
peace was outwardly kept for a while. And as no fmall incendi- 
aries to thefe intolerable practices , were the wicked Pamphlets 
fpred abroad to delude the vulgar by divers feditious perfons; but 
efpecially,by Pryan,Burton,Bafiwick,and John. Lilburn,people of fuch 
implacable fpirits,that no government could fatisfie them.And were 
fo hot-headedly led by their erroneous and fpightful Principles, that 
aS they took a pride intheir own deferved fufferings, fo nothing 
could fatisfie them but the Confufion of others.

The Parliament,a little after 1s beginning; having triumph’do- 
ver divers perfons of quality, whom they knew to. be oppofers of 
their intended Presbytery,thought it fitting to feek fome abfolute 
way of fecurity to themfelves for the future; And to this nothing 
could be thought more conducible (confidering how they had gul’d 
an odium of ReverendEpifcopacy intothe fimple people) then by 
the certainty of Parliaments,for which purpofe they procured of the 
King (who dreamt nothing of their after-games and fetches) an A& 
for Triennial Parliaments: And that their own adions might appear of 
more grandure by the ftability of their own foundation,they alfo ob- 
tain’d from his Majefty (who was never wanting to grant any thing to 
his Parliaments; pretended to be for the good of his fubjefts) an AF 
whereby themfelves fhould not be diffolved,prorogued; or adjourn’d 
but by their own confent.By which meanssthey were fancied by many 
of the Kingdome to be of fuch high Authority, that neither King, law 
or any power elfe could have any influence over them, let their actions 
be never fo treafonable or wicked : Andfomight PAéaeton {uppofe, 
when his Father had given him the command of his refulgent Chariot, 
though his indefcreet authority brought ruine to himfelf and deftru- 
Aion to fome parts of the world. And well may any one in this, turn 
their own weapons againft themfelves,and yet notbe deem ‘d too med- 
ling. Such a continuing-Commiffion is freely given,yet cunningly pros 
cured, to the Captain of a fhip:But when this Governour falls fo farr 
diftracted, as to indeavour nothing more then the ruine of his Veflels 
by their own popular confequence, his Commiffion is void, aS being 
no more able to govern his charge to the beft, This inftance I quote, 
more becaufe oft alledged againftRegall authority,than for any fimili- 
tude it carricth , upon our perpetual Parliamentary account. And 
therefore the reviving of this long-Parliament by amodern Writer 
feems to be to as {mall purpofe s as Don Quixot’s martial endeavours 
to re trive the Lknow not what Knight-errantry , by his paper hel- 
met, his windmill, and claret-butts encounters 3 oF Hortenfius the 
felf-conceited School-mafter in du Pargues Franchion, to obtain the 
Crown and Kingdome of Poland. 

The King having as he thought pacifyed his Subjects in England, ha- 
ving granted them what they defired; thought it likewife expedient 
to feitle all things in Scotland in a peaceable temper; for which pur- Augufts 164%] 
pofe he put himfelf tc the trouble of a journy thither 3 yet not with- 
out fome notable obfervators; No fooner he being departed,but our 
Parliament ordering fome members to go alfo into Scotland in notion 
of aCommirtee , to inform them of all paffages in Scotland. 

Yet when the King went into Scotland the Parliament adjourn’d, 
though appointed a Committee of the Commons confifting of 50; af 
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andover which Mr. Pym was the chief Lord and Maifier of mif-rule; 
and him | find nominated at the very beginning of this Parliament 
with the Emphatis of the great Parliament man. 

And the truth of it is, that he was fo farre the dawinws fac totum in 
this junéo that his words were laws, all things being aged according 
to his defire:Here many things of Church matters were by thefe Gens 
tlemen purely innovated,and then profecuted with fuch violence that 
the Epifcopal clergy durft not gainfay him, as Dr. Fuller, Mr. Hutton, 
Mr Fletcher and others of St. Giles Cripplegate;Mr. Booth the Minifter 
of St. Botolphs Alder/gate , Dr+ Heywood of St. Giles, the Minifters of 
St. George Southwark, of Margarets new Fith-ftreet,&c. could very: 
well teftifie by experience. Although the houfe of Lords would not 
confent in thefe things to join with the Commons, yet did they fo fatre 
fupinely wink at the others actions; that their Au thority was now fo 
much intrenchd upon,by the Commons, that their priviledges flipt 
from them unperceived:though without all queftion the Presbyterian 
party both underftood and fmiled atfuch proceedings. About ‘this 
time there was a great deal of noife and clamour about a Letter 
forfooth againft Mr.Pym,with I know not what plaifter in it,and writ- 
ten,God wot when,and delivered by no body knows whom,but a Gen- 
tleman forfooth in a gray-coat on horfebak;and great fearching and.

it been prmted and fpread abroad, to let the good people fee the _ 
wickednefs, forfooth,of Malignants, and with fuch chaffe as this,have 
many of our old fools been taken. Yet when that impudent Libel, ftuft 
with as much maliceas either this letter or hel] could aftard,was vent- 
ed againft that great prop of learning the Lord Arch-Bifhop of Can- 
terbury,Laud,no notice was in the leaft wife taken of itnor did he 
himfelf any thing regard it,though ic thus threatned his deftruaion. 

Laud, look_to thy felf, be affured thy life is Sought , as thou art the 
Fountain of wickedne/s ; Repent of thy monsreus fins before thou be taken 
out of the World, &c.e And affure thy Self, neither God nor the world 
can endure fucha vile Councellor , or Whisperer , to live. 

Than this,what more implacable, deftructive,and abominable? con- 
fidering his nearnefs to the Kings perfon, his truft, and beneficial en- 
deaveurs for the publick good. Yet,had he been better,or,if I may fay : 
here, the beft, and the defignes againit him more devilifh; yet would 
our Non-conformifts have hug’d and bleft themfelves at this oppofi- 
tion,had it been (as after malicious experience proved) to his ruine: 
and all this becaufe he was an abfolute oppofer of the Presbyterian 
innovations who though but ofa very little body,yet had a foul more 
large and vaft for the good of Church and Literature, then a whole 
Parliament of Difciplinarians. 

But let us now think of his Majefties return from Scotland,in whofe - 
abfence fome of theParliament had raif’d large reports of ftrange 
& terrible plots and defigns againft John an Oaks, and John a Stiles,by

But thefe Alarums ferved the Parliamentsturn, being a Cloak un- 
derwhich they might deczive the People in their pretences for raif- 
ing a Guard;the which they did, and it may be to defend them from a 
Pedicularie difeafe , of which poffibly they faw fome fymptoms then 
in the Houfe.. Of thefe Romantick Jealoufies, Frights,Alarums and 4; Decemb; 
unheard of Plots and Defigns,his Majefty tells the Parliament, and of 1641. 
the evil confequences of fuch flanders,in his firft Speech to them after 
his return from Scotland. And in his next, earneftly defires them to 1 Deeem 
profecute the Jrifh affaires;and perceiving them confidering about 
prefling of Souldiers,with a check at his Prerogative, He defires that 
the bounds of his ancient and undoubted Authority, might not then 
fallinto debate , however, that it may pafs with aSalwvo jure, he is 
willing,rather then fuch difputes fhould take up time in fuch an hour 
of extremity ; fot whileft the Grafs groweth, the Horfe may fterve, 
Upon this they clamour againft his Majefties dealings, profefling the 
Priviledges of Parliament were broken, by thefe his Exceptions; for 
which they demand fatisfaction, and earneftly defire his majefty , 
not only to declare the namesof, but alfo to deliver up to punifh- 
ment,thofe perfons, who had given fuch counfel. Nor was this mode 
of dealing one of their leaft Plots, upon all occafions defiring the 
King to betray his faithful Councellors; by that means, not only to 
leave him naked, but to the difcretion of the Houfes. 

But thefe things carryed no great fhew of unhandfomnefs,(though 
like the Apples of Sodom,beautiful without.yet ftuft with filthinefs), 
in refped of theirafter Thunder-claps, which, like Brutus, fhew’d 
their malice in theirfronts. For the next day after their Petition 5 ,5; Decembj 
they welcome him home with a Remonftrance , (as they call it), in 1641 
which malicioufly they endeavour to rip tp all the faults(and none is 
good but God) of his Majefties Raign , and that,in as civil a way as 
their zeal could allow them, aS you may fee in the Paper itfelf: for 
init (through his adtions) they tax him with Cruelty, Injustice, Oppre/= 
fion Violence, and whatnot? They up-braid him for putting forth 
untrue, feandalous, falfe, and impudent Declarations; in it they highly 
commend the Schifmatical Non-conformifts, blaming the King for

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punifhing them;Nor is this all,but the Scotch Invafion of England too 
is extoll’d and defended,and the King fcandalized,as if he endeavou- 
red to root out the true Religion, and bring in Popery ; nor are they 
filent againft the Bifhops and their Orthodox Divines, ( by which it is 
plain, the Presbyterian ruled the Parliament); nor muft the Innocent 
Ceremonies, and, forfooth, Superftition efcapeafcouring ; And yer, 
in this very fameHoch ende mogende-Paper, they confefle they must ac- 
knowledge that his Majesty hath paffed more good Bills to the advantage of

dered, that it fhould be taken all over the Kingdom, were in this op- 
pofed by the Peers , who threw it out of their Houfe ; which fo in- 
cenfed the Commons: that they prefently Vote, That what person foe- 
ver fhall not take the ProteStation,is unfit to bear Office in Church or Come 
mon-wealth.

once fell to alter it,( it rather belonging to able and lawful Divines), 

they would equal the Tinker, who made two holes for mending one. 

The Anti-Epifcopalians being thus baffled, fall to it again, getting it 

to be moved again in the Houfe the next week , where they came off & Sepiemt: ie 
with the like fuccefg. And the next day , (being a Thanks-giving day | 
for the Peace between the two Nations ), to fhew their malice to & 
Church-Government, and countenance the Schifmaticks; the Com- 
mons wouldnot go to St. Margarets Weftmingler, as was by them ap- 
pointed, becaufe the Bifhop of Lincoln,had caus’d a fet Form of Prayer 
for that occafion to be printed and uled in the Church; the news of 
which, fo ftarted their Worfhipssthat they turn’d tail,and went to the 
preacument at Lincolns Inne.. 

But, if the Commons were troubled at this, they were after out of sient 
their wits, and all ftark-madd againft the Lords: Becaufe they had 7° 
put forth an Order,and fent it all over the Nation, ftriély injoyning 
the reading oftheCommon-Prayer ; againft which, and many other 
Church-affairs, the Commons the fame day put forth a Declaration, 
ordering icto be printed andfent over the Kingdom ; and with them 
they alfo got the nine diflenting Lords, to proteft againft the Order 
made by the Houfe of Peers . This crofs-graind a&ion of the Com- 
mons fo incenfed the Lords,that they left off fitting for a while, cau- 
fing the Hangings of their Houfe to be taken down: Nor did this any 
way vex the Commons, who neither cared for them nor-their fitting, 
nor any elfe, that would not dance afier them and Geneva;For they are 
refolved for Jack Presbyter, and therefore being informed , that;the 
Lords Order for the Common- Prayer had been read in Churches, and 
not their Declaration; they drew up an Orderand fent it to be prin- 
-ted, enjoyning,that theiraforefaid Declaration fhould be read in all 
Churches. 

And fo fevere were they in this point; that they put Dr. Azywood of 
St. Giles, to fome trouble,for not permitting theit Order to be read, 
though he had not only his own Confcience, and the Lords Order,but 
ths Law of the Land to teftifie his juftnefs : And, what more ridicu- 
lous, then to aftonifh the people into difcontents and fidings ;by read- 
ing to them, at the fame time, two contrary Orders; and that of the 
Commons being quite againit the Laws.of the Lands ont 

Thus did the Commons batter down Religion, as Captain Fones in 
‘the Poets did the Jefuites; more,by ftrong hand then reafon: yet had 
they left one thing undon.which wasthe extirpation.of Epifcopacy root 
and branch; to bring which vilany about, they Voted them to have no 
placein the Houfe of Lords, nor to meddle with any feeular pag a3: Ofobs «2 
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But here, before they wentany further, they were fomewhat troubled 
at the King, becaufe he (being then in Scotland) , had fent Mr. War- 
wick Orders to draw up five Conge d’ Fflire's,, for five new Bifhops, 
there being then fo many Sees vacant; but in this ftrait, Mrs Stroud 
thinks it fitting to Petition the King, to ftop thefe five, till they had 
difpacht the charge againft the other Bifhops. Yet, what need they 
care, whether the King make Bifhops-or no? fince they are refolved 
never to acknowledge them to be fo; for, they can with the fame 
eafe cut off all,asone: Therefore, feeing the King for Bifhops, they 
bend themfelves morerefolutely againft them , andfo prepare their 
charge againft thofe formerly accufed ; and, for the Champions to 
mannage this Combate, Pymme and St-Fohus by the commendations of 
one another, arechofen. The death of the firft is noys’d by report,and 
the honefty of the latter is not unknown to any. 

The Parliament was fomething ftopt in their proceedings againft 
Bifhops , by the /rifh Rebellion; yet, having taken fome breath, they 
fent a meflage to the Lords, defiring, that the 13. Bifhops, might 
fpeedily come toanfwer. Andnor long afrer, as an incouragement 
to the faGiious, they releafed Simmonds a Printer, who had been in 
cuftody for printing a Book againft the Common-Prayer ; yet the very 
fame day was Walker the Irnmonger imprifoned , only for Printing 
4 Book concerning Mr. Pryane, though. the firft deferved as much 
hanging as thelatter Imprifonment 5 and from thefe men,the Bifhops 
might well expec& good juftice. But ftill they fit and Vote in the 
Houfe of Lords: which vext the Sediariesto the guts, becaufe they 
could not tell how to get them out handfomely,for they had no great 
confidence in their Articles of Canons and Constitutions , and whileft 
they Voted there, the Orthodox Party would ftill exceed. At Jaft, 
fome ill fpirit or other, put it.into the noddles, of J/aac Pennington, 
Captain Ven, andf{uch combuftible humours, to raife fuch tumults 
againft the Reverend Pathers,the fear whereof fhouldeitherkeep them 
from the Houfe, or bring fome ruine facrilegioufly: to be aded upon 
them. And accordingly up cometh the Rabble of Londonto the Par 
liameut Houfe, crying out No bifhops, no Bifhops ! And at laft got the 
Bifhop of Lincoln ( then going to the Houfe with, the Earl of Do- 
ver);into the midft of them,where they had like to have fqueez’d him 
to:death, And having thus begun,many hundreds of them come again 
the fame day,with Swords. and Staves, caufing great uproars both in 
Wefiminster and London,not only to the affrightment of the Bifhops,but 
the King and Queen ; and the next day alfo affaulted Westminfler Ab- 
by.Thefe Tumults obtain'd the end of theirContrivers, keeping the Bi _ 
fhops from theHoufe,pelting of them with ftones as they endeavoured 
to go. By which, they drew up a Petition to the King, how that the 
Tumults-kept them out, and therefore protefted againft all things, 
that fhould be done inthe Houfe of Peers-in time of their thus vio- 
tent feclufion. Which did trouble the Parliament fo much, that one 
MreWefton of the Commons Houfe, thought he had fpoke bravely,

when he moved thatthe Bifhops might be fent to Bedlam: But Glyn 
and others were cleerly for High Treafon, which accordingly was 
done, and tenof thein fent to the Tower and two to the Black “Rod. 
And thus their bufinefle being don, the great tumulis ceas’d; the Pref= 
byterians fang Vidforia , whilft the reverend Church of England lay 
in the duft, miferably trod upon bya Schifmatical zeals yet had ‘they 
nothing to accufe the Bifhopsof, and fo were forced to releafe them 
all but two: againft one of which they could fay nothing (for if they 
could they would ) and whether the cry of the others bloud be yet 
ftopt | know not. 3 
How were the Country cheated with fwarms of Petitions againft 
this Ecclefiaftical Order , yetin this, none more ridiculous then the 31 fais 
Londoners One troup of Tradefmen petition againft Bifhops , and ye tl 
their reafon Was becaufe their being, was the decay of trading 5 and 
in the claufe ofall gave a notable lafh at the Houfe of Lords.Nor is 
this all, but the very Porters[_ 15000 faid to be in number ]} Petition 
too;&aftirm that they cannot indure the weight of Epifcopacy any 
longer and therefore muft have redrefs. Nay the very women, by 
the puthing on of their hot-headed affociates , thought themfelves fo 
much concerned in thefe Churchsaffairs, that they muft petition too. 1: 4.Fb. 
And thefe as fit perfons to apprehendChurch-government,as the fim- 
ple Cockney country-bufinefs, who thought a bufh hung about with 
black moles skins,to bea black pudding tree; yet thefe fort of Fana- 
ticks are apt to have abominable difcretions: for thus the Scots fome ¥ 
years before in their Petition again{t the Common Prayer Book, begun rate wire 
acthus, We, Men, Women, and Children, and Servants, having confide- p.4t 
red &c. Moft miraculous Children! Born like Adam at the top of un- 
derftanding. O the happinefs to fpring from the loins of a Covenan- 
ter, who, as it was faid of the Lady Margaret, can bring forth men iM 9 ae tin 
fteadof children! Certainly thefe children were akin to that boy of Hen.7.p.128) 
Cracoviain Poland, whichhadnot only teéth, but fpake the firft day 
ofits birth, but when he received Chriftianity, loft that faculty. And. Conr,Eyeofth. de 
probably had thefe covenantingChildren,women,andfuch like,known lial oh 
more of Chriftianity then thefe didsthey had never acted fo violently Tow-4.p.279° 
againft Church-government. Or, it may be they were fomewhat rela-

Nor could fuch a 
Government handfomly defire any longer footing, when ruftick wo- 
men, fervants, and little children, were able to evince its rationality 
Nor muft fuch learned Petitions asthefe be difcountenanced, but the 
Commons fhall kriow of it, who feverely chid the Lord Major and She-_ 
riffs of London, becaufe they gave fome check to a tumultuating pa- 24 Decemib.

Flow oft was the bufine/Se of Bifhops enjoying their ancient pla 
ces, and undoubted priviledges of the Houfe of Peers , carryed 
for them by farre the Major part of Lords, Yet after five repulfes , 
contrarytoall order and custome , it was by tumultuary inStigg- 
tions obtruded again, and by afew carryed, when moft of the 
Peers were forced to abfent themfelves. j 

In like manner was the Bill againft Root and Branch , brought 
it by Tumulenary clamours , and Schifmatical terrors, which 
could never pafs, till both Efoufes were fufficiently thinned, and os 
ver-awed, 





For though the Commons,as abovefaid,had a great while agoe, vo- 
ted the Bifhops to have no Votes in the Lords Houfe, yet the Peers 
would never confent to it till they were not only threatned by Petie | 
tions,but unheard-of Tumults.And when the Lords by thefeunlawful 
and extravagant courfes had been forced to agree with the Commons 
againft the Bifhops,good God! How did the Setaries triumph ! What 
bonefires? What bells ringing? What yelling and roaring in the ftreets? 
That the noife made.by the neighbou rs,when Don Rufel took Madam 
Chaunteclere away towards the Wood , was but a-filence in refpect of 
this Thundering Triumph? So ftrongly did malice,carried on by ine 
duitry,work amongft the giddy multitude,as if Presbytery had given 
philters about the Nation;or the people madded themfelves with too 
much Hemlock, and acknowledged no curing Hellebore, but the 
extirpation of Bifhops , and the violation of Laws. | 

Yet if it had been only the fottith multitude who had thrown durt 
in the face of Epifcopacy , their ignorance had been fome pardon 
for their malice; But when men that pretend to great learning do 
join with the rabble in their revilings , Imay have fome caufeto 
think that their unbounded malice led them to ac either contrary 
to their principles or learning. 

Yet mightjthefe alfo be born withall,there being repentance (with 
the Proverb ) on this fideHeavene But when people after twenty 
years meditation of our former miferies are nothing moved, but as 
ftubborn as ever,Pharoahs obftinacy muft ke confeft to yeild to theirs, 

This refolvednefs, or it may be, the {corn to be baffled (like Mr. 
Knew/fiub’s friends in Suffolk poffefling fome people,makes me the lets 
wonder at thofe who yet defie Epifcopacy;So that I am-nothing afto- 
nifhed when I fee Prynns Titus unbifhop’d,reprinted with a worthipful 
preface, knowing the hot-headed zeal of the Author. Nor am I trou- 
bled when IfeeMr. Baxter (one that would be thought fober) nor

tors, to mind them of three things; the deftu@ion of this Earl, the ss 
Extirpation of Fpi/copacy , and the abolifhing of the Common-prayer- 
book and Ceremonies. The which at laft, by Gods permiflion, and Sa- 
tan’s affiftance, they obtained. 

And immediatly before, they had aflaulted the Spani/h Embafla+ 
dor’s houfe witha great deal of violence, and their pretended reafon 
for fo doing, was,becaufeMa/s was there faid,A Priviledge,ufed by all 
Embafladors,to exercife their own Religion,be it what it will,and this 
allowed them by the Law of Nations; yet was their malice fuch, that 
if they had not been prevented by the Lord Maior, they might have 
done abundance of mifchief; though what they did,wasno fmall bles 
mifh to the civility ofa Nation. 

Thefe actions by theSeciaries,were look’d upon,as a bleffing to the 
Nation; and to keep the hands-Of thefe Myrmidons in ufe, the City 
andKingdonr muft now and anon too,be alarum’d with falfe rumours, 
and un-heard of plots and defigns againft fomething or other. Now 
muft the Houfes of Parliament be faid to be on fire, and togeé 
ther by the ears, and the Citty for forrow. thereof, like to tumult 
and Uproar themfelves into Bedlam, Then muft Strange plots, 
come from unknown parts of the world, be difcovered; at which 
the careful Commons take fears and jealoufies,and order the ied 
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fhop’s Houfe atLambeth,to be fearchd for arms;as if the Arch- Bifhop 
thenia the Tower, fhould pelt the Parliament from Lambeth,crofs the 
water. Then muft there be a ftrange thing in Scotland, agitating againft 
Duke Hamilton, and their true friend Argyle, and this difcover'd and. 
feen by Mr. Pym.at Wefiminiler; upon which, the Members are ina 
hubbub,and in great fear of their lives,foriooth;& therefore a ftrong 
guard under Effex , is provided for the fecurity of their Worfhip’s 
againft temptations: And the Burgefles of WeStminfier , and the 
Knights of Middleffex, are ordered in all haft to provide bullets and 
match, and to fhootlike little John at the Sun and Moon, being refol- 
ved for the future,to walk alrogether in darknefs. Yet,were all thefe, 
and many more,adted with as much ferioufnefs and gravity, as Sancho 
Panca governed the Iland Barataria;{o that the abufed people did not 
only believe fuch ftories,but feard their events;which being once fet- 
led in their noddles,is impoffible to be removed:the people being like 
the lineage of the Panca’s,all head-ftrong. : 

Thefe jugling Tranfacions were enough to perfwade the King and 
his friends to look aout them; but being innocent, feermed alfo fear- 
lefs, Yet for prevention of diforders and tumults, fome people were 
ordered to keep watch near the Parliament , thereby to keep off the 
Rabble, which ufed daily to tumble outby thoufands in great difor- 
der, ranting and railing againft fomething or other in government , 
according to the Jtems of their Patrons, very beneficial to, and defi- 
rable by the Commons.Who took it fo ill,that their good friends,the 
Multitude,fhould thus be kept back,that they did not only queftion 
the Juftices of peace of Middlefex , who by Order , had commanded. 
men to keep watch, butfent one of them, 22, Juftice Long, to the 
Towere 

This favour of the Commons, ‘fo animated the people, that. they 
thought fedition was then lawful , and thofe tumults a glory to the 
City,becaufe they fhewed its ftreneth.And therefore many thoufands 
ofthem, run crowding to Westminster , crying out, No Bifhops , no 
Bi/bops:and having thus ranted it in the morning, they come again in 
the afternoon, armed with fwords, and ftaves; and other Weapons : 
and then they domineer to the purpofe,running up and down We#- 
minster, inquiring for the Bi/hops, protefting, they would pull them in 
pieces: whereupon,they were defired by the Marquefs of Hertford; to 
ftay in the houfe all night, the people vowing to watch their going 
out, and to fearch every Coach with Torches it being then dark |that 
they might not efcape:And when the Lords fent down to the Com- 
mons, thatan order might be taken with the tumult, and care of the 
Bithops lives,they would do nothing in the bufinefs,laughing in their

The primitive Chriftians when collected into great Armies were ha- 
noured for their obedience; never rebelling again{ft, but fighting,or 
guietly living under, their Heathen Kings, as Zertullian will fatisfie 
moreatlarge. Butnow, wearefo farre from being peaceable ina 
Chriftian Government,that,if occafion of rebellion cannot,handfom- 
ly be pluckt by the fore-top , yet we can create reafon to our felves 
though upon a ferious reflection,we acknowledge fuch endeavours to 
be unjuft, Thus the Army, whenin obedience to the Parliament,it 
had conquer’d and ruin’d the King and Kingdome , and by the aflift- 
ance of the {word and Satan had made themfelves Lords and Matters 
over their Betters,then I fay when they were at the top of their prof- 
perity » they do ferioufly profeffe that the Parliament , didjuftifie oy. armies 
many extraordinary Strange (and doubtleffe, in refpect of the letter of the plea. 1659. 
Law) very illegal aétions,viz. Their taking up Armes,raifing and forming & 5: 
Armies againft the King, fighting againft his perfon,imprifoning,impeach= 
ing,arraigning, trying, and executing him, cutting off his Head, banifhing 
his Children, abolifping Bifhops, Deans, and Chapters; took away Kingly 
Government and the Houfe of Lords , broke the Crowns, fold the Fewels, 
Plate, Goods, Houfes, and Lands, belonging unto the Kings of thisNa- 
tion; eredted extraordinary High Courts of Fustice, and therein impeached, 
arraigned , condemned, and executed many notorious enemies to the pub- 
lick peace, when the Laws in being, and the ordinary Courts of Fuftices 
could not reach them. Thefe.were Srange and unknown prattifes in thw 
Nation , and not at all justifiable (as is conceived ) by. any ‘known Laps 
and Statutes. Thus have you the judgment of a ruling Army againft 
their Mafters and themfelves, though this their repentance was but 
to vindicate another infidelity. 7 
But here-after all this, ic may be objeded; that though fome faai- 
ous fpirits of theParliament have been too incroaching upon theKing 
and the chief Incendiaries of thefe Warres, yet why fhould | lay all 
this upon the Presbyterian account? To which there needs no tedious 
reply , if we do but confider that thefe fatious people were all Non 
conformifts , from whon (if examples may be held for proofs ) as 
Schifmaticks,a felf-conceited,giddy, hot-headed zeal’, and by confe- 
quence Rebellion , is as infeparable, as pride from Menecrates, or 
Children when gallanted up innew cloaths. For my part,l am apt 
tobelieve that the Bloud of many thoufand Chriftians fhed in thefe 
warrs and before, ctyeth loud againft Presbytery,as the people only 
guilty of the firft occafion of quarrel. And that they have been the 
chief occafion of other flaughters,may be credited not only from for- 
raign ftories, but the authentick judgment of the ever great Grotius,

We fee by experience thatReligion is rooted into fome men,not fo 

much by good,andtrue reafonjas by birth,and education:the which,if 
after they change, ‘tis as oft for the worfe as the contrary. ’Tis cus 
ftome,and fafhion that over-powers, or rather overthrows the ratio- 
nality of all:men. The Jedian women of Ziembas,have always torn,and 
bloody faces;by which lacerating,they judge themfelves moft beauti- 
ful: The Goths gloried in a tall corpulent King; on the’contrary;the 
Saracens liked noneunlefs he were little,and lean. Cuftome hath made 
4t as natural to a Brittifh Presbyrerian(as it is to all Schifmaticks)to 
babble up fedition, as to the Spaniard to court gravity, whilft their 
neighbouring Freach afted an active airynefs: The 7 everiff jor Pico, fhalt 
fooner fhrink to Mole-hills, the mame of the #/curial be forgot; and 
the great Tun at Heidledurgh fill’d with Renifh- wine, but a mornings 
draught to a Pigmie,then a Non-conformift ceafe from being difobe- 
dient,or our Difciplinarians(as if they had been ftuft with a * Bifcay=” Fo.Esifeap, 
ners ignorance,and fpirit)from hating,and perfecuting our lawful go- cae Fe 
vernment of Bifhops;and how fedulous, and crafty they have been,to 1.

73 
inveagle themfelves into other mens affedions,is not unknown. 

Many who take exception atGovernment,can produce no other rea- 

fon for their diffent, but becaufe others do fo too; fo that to fin with 

‘company is thought by them rather a glory then fhame.Ifa great man 

take diftaft at Majefty,he is confident to have moft ofhis Relations;& 

Servants of his opinion,being apt to run as blindlyinto theirMafter’s 
quarrel,astheir own ruin.Nor is it a difficult thing among fuch varie- 
7 ty 
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cy of humours,to entife fome into the greateft wickednefs,fome mens 


malice fo far overclouding their reafon, that like Le Paucheurc, and 
Chauvinus,they deftroy thofe fpecacles which fhould give them a 
fioht,and knowledge of truth, and reality of the bufinefs, by rhe ma- 
lignity and wicked humours of their eyes andfpirits. Other men, 
though their Grandeur of eftate,or affection with the people, may af- 
ter efpoufe them tobe ring-leaders of the rabble;yet at firft were ra- 
ther entifed themfelves, then they the inftruments of others wicked= 
nefs. Fuam de Padila’s fault was,that he was young, good natur’d, and 


fo ealily wrought upon by his haughty wife. Donna Maria Pacheco, to 
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rebel againft Charles the fifth. And many others have been led the fame 
way. Tis obferved that Don Pedro Lafo’s tweet difpofition, love to 
juftice,and publick good,engaged him in the fame quarrel, being nos 
ted for one clearly without malice; bur by rhe Inhabitants of Zeledo - 
hug’d into Treafon: and what influence great Cities have upon the 
people, London knoweth too well. 

Many men through the hatred of fome other perfon, by way of Re- 
venge,(and what more fweet,and inticing? may be drawn into Fadi 
ons; and fo to efpoufe a bad quarrel, to work their malice upon pri- 
vate enemies; as the Venavides and Caravajales, two noble familes in 
Caftile;or the Feds, antiently in ufe in Scotland; and thus the Duke of 
Matalone, (the chief of the Caraffa’s) falling out with the Prince of 
Sanza at a Ball, had like to have brought their private injuries into a 
publick hoftility; to the trouble of the Kingdome of Naples: Thus the 
infuppertable malice of private men may be apublick detriment; as,’ - 
the breach between the Zxgliff and French, was noi a little widened 
by the hatred, and brags of the Lord Cordes, who uf dto fay, that he 
could be content to lye in Hell for feven years, /o he might win Calice from 
the Englifh. And to thefe I may add Don Pedro de Ayala, Earl of Salvae 
tierra,who, through the enmity betwixt him and his Lady Margarita, 
whom the Court favour’d againft him,and therefore by way of oppo- 
fitions was invited to fide with the Commonalty, againft the Empe+ 
rour.In which cafe the late Earl of Effex, by a favourable conftrudi« 
on,was not much different: Yet far is it from meto vindicate thefe 
mens actions,but rather to mitigate fome by confidering the powerful- 
nefs of perfwafion,it being natural for a man to run into errors, and 
miftakes;and if of his own Temper he be. fo prone to vice, how ealy 


“{s itto draw him thither,when he his made more flexible by the fube 


tle allurements of his feeming beft friends. : : 
Many men who have been moft ferviceable,and loyal, have,at firft, 
through miftakes, flipt into fome faults. De JaForce run himfelf fo much 
into the difpleafure of Lewss the thirteenth King of Prance,that he was 
proclaimedTraytor;but afterwards did fo recover hisReputation with 
bis Majefty,that he received the Zrunchion to be Marfhalof France;and 
grew to be a great favorite.Sir Robert Clifford was a great adhearer to 
Perkin Werbeck;but upon the fight of his error, became very advanta- 
geous to King Henry the feventh, in difcovering the King’s enemies.

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The Macedonian fouldiers , did once mutehys and thatina furious , 2. ys 
manner againft Alexander ; but when they had confidered the great- sca. 4.° 
nefs of their crime , they came weeping to him, and that in fach an 
humble manner, confeffing their faults , and defiring his favour,and 
pardon, that ftory will fcarce allow fuch another prefident: And 
the King did not onely forgive them, but fatisfied their former de- 
fires, by fending many of them home } where; by his fpecial Come 
mand, they were honoured, not onely by having the chief places im gj ay Alea 
Theaters, but with Crowns alfo. The thenians would pardon him pag. 124. 
who confeft his fault: And the Abbot Serapion conquer’d the Devil 5 
by acknowledging the fin of Theft, frequent with him when young, 
If a woman by the true repentance of het moft horrid iniquity , ob-« avai deate 
tain'd the pardon of Pope Jumocent ; The King’s grace, and favour Eajirian FEA 
will not be wanting to thofe, who by their timely repentance denote © 11. 
the reality , whilft thofe who ftave off the acknowledgement of their 
offence to the laft, can in reafon expe& no hopesof reconciliation ; 
their repentance being fo late, that it demonftrates rather a jugling, 
_-and time-ferving humor ; then a true, and genuine remorfe.. The 
Noble Earl of Montrofs, that Scotifh Oak and regal Buckler of fidelity 
and valour ; at firft was as much peccant as the greateft Covenanter, 
yetnone proved afterwards more faithful to his Majefty , and active . 
againit his former aflociates(becaufe the King’s enemies )then hinifelf. 
The great Earl of Strafford, and Atturney Genera! Noys were look’d. 
upon at firft,asgre at courters of the Commonalty,and difregarders of 
Prerogative , yet upon better infight became the greateft admirers 
of the King’s Authority. And J have heard of thofe who have fo far 
grieved for their former adions , that they have wifh’t themfelves 
breathlefs , when they firft drew {word for the Parliament. 
It is repentance that doth pleafe God himfelf; and Kings (who are 
truly call’d God’s upon Earth) have received into favour their great- 
eft enemics,upon remorfe of their former villanies. Yet all mens in- 
telle@uals do not fo fympathize as to perceive their errors at the 
fame time. Some with Sir F Forte/cue, may know themfelves er- 
ronious at the firft onfet, others (as we have too frequent examples) 
are fo ftiff-neck’« opinionated , that they will not be convinced of 
their guile, till their appearance before the greateft, and laft Tri- 
bunal. As for the firft, they deferve pardon, and favour, becaufe 
they deal ingenuoufly, and like men of reafon, and noblenefs;whilft 
the latter merit the feverity of laws, andfcorne And as I cannot 
plead for thefe, fo fhallI never for thofe, who did not onely oppofe 
all Treaties with the King; but thofe alfo, who, when any fuch thing 
was obtain’d, ftill fhoved it off, by uncivil, impudent, and abomi- 
nable Propofitions ; framed , either for the prolonging of war, and 
bloud-fhed,or the reducing of his Majefty to be but a King ef Clouts; 
and fo under the obedience, and lath of their Schifmatical Presby-

Whé- 
ther 4franiw meant really or no, t know not, but this lam confident 
of, That our Presbyterians, take little care of any oaths tending to 
the fafety,and peace of King, and Country; and therefore take what 
liberty they pleafe to proteft, knowing hisMajefties mercy is fuch,that 
he had rather give them time to repent,for their former wickednefs, 
and perjury, then put a period to their beings by the mode of Trufz 
fing;as they had done formerly to many of his moft faithful Subje&s.

Our Brittifh Presbyte- 
rians, by difobedience to their King,caufed a moft wicked war,to the 
ruin of many Noble families,and the King himfelf. The merciful King. 
for the prefervation of his Subjects bloud,fent to the Malefaéors Poft 
after Poft,a full pardon, provided there might be a fure peace, anda: 
perfec Ammefy. To thefe propofitions they {corn to hearken,and by. 
their Covenant {wear to ruin all the King’s friends;and in this manner, 
being confident in their own ftrength, they run on in obftinacy;and in

laws, but their own wills,prefumptionfly deftroying what theirFather Pip liad: 
moft delighted in, to his, great grief, and difcontent: And not being pa ee

Thus of one hand,I find the great Gustavus Adolphws, 
highly applauded, but that he was a Proteffant; and on the other,our 
Queen Llizabeth’s Sifter, Queen Mary , as greatly commended, but 
that fhe was a Romen-Catholick; yet, for either of thefe fimply,afper- 
fions are not to be caft upon Magiftrates , or others, more inferiour. 
However, this hit§not our cafe, but the magnifying of thofe who are 
really wicked, which Epithet (let them take offence that will) | fhall 
freely beftow upon our Long-Parliament , asbeing the Kings greatelt 
Enemies, the only caufe of his ruine,and the murtherers of many inno- 
cent Loyal Gentlemen.

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They cannot be good Subjedis to King Charles I. that commend Hig 
Enemiesjand,they deferve no thanks from King Charles Wi. who praife 
thofe, who did, and voted and declared it lawfulte fight againft hig 
Father, thereby proclaiming to the World the legality of aéting thé 
fame (if they could get occafion) againft the Son. 

‘Tis needlefs to tell you, how they violently made it their bufinefs, 
to clip and pare the Kings Prerogative, and Authority; and amongft 
many other, frivoloufly plucking away the Militia,alowing the King

_ This Nation hath long ensiich felt the {mart of crying Priviledgest 
and Majetty 1 it,felf hath been dar’d by that fpecious pretence.
